Chairman Page called the meeting of the Chattanooga City Council to 
order with Councilmen Bennett, Benson, Feely, Franklin, Gaines, Pierce, 
Rico and Robinson present.  City Attorney Randall Nelson; Management 
Analyst Randy Burns; and Shirley Crownover, Assistant Clerk to the 
Council, were also present. 
 
 
       PLEDGE OF ALLEGIANCE 
       INVOCATION 
 
The Pledge of Allegiance was led by Councilman Rico, followed by 
invocation. 
 
 
       MINUTE APPROVAL 
 
On motion of Councilwoman Robinson, seconded by Councilman 
Franklin, the minutes of the previous meeting were approved as 
published and signed in open meeting. 
 
 
       SPECIAL PRESENTATION 
       PARKS AND RECREATION 
 
Chairman Page called on Adm. Zehnder, who thanked the Chairman and 
City Council, stating that three very deserving employees were being 
recognized.  He called on Kevin Brady to make the presentation for 
Michael Hixson. 
 
Mr. Brady read from a prepared statement, telling of the work history of 
Mr. Hixson and outlining his 30 years of dedicated service.  After the 
reading, Councilman Franklin presented Mr. Hixson with a pin. 
 
Mr. Bob Saylors, a Director with the Parks and Recreation Department, 
was called upon to make the special presentation for Jacquelyn Jones 
Tankersley and Lexine Alexander.  Mr. Saylors stated that it was an 
honor to recognize these two dedicated employees; that Ms. Tankersley 
had 30 years of service, starting with the Brainerd Recreation Center in 
1977, and had afterwards worked at seven or eight recreation centers; 
that she had a Bachelor’s Degree in Criminal Justice and loved people

and helping youth.  Mr. Saylors went on to say that Ms. Tankersley had 
received the Robert Horsely Award for outstanding service and had 
served the citizens of this City in a tireless fashion and was a valued role 
model—that she was a Woman of God. 
 
Mr. Saylors next recognized Ms. Lexine Alexander, who was celebrating 
35 years of dedicated service to the City; that she began working in 1971 
and had worked a number of years at different recreation centers and had 
also worked with the housing program—that she was a “mother mentor”.  
He went on to say that she was working with seniors now and had 
brought computer programs and enrichment classes to the centers.  He 
stated that she had been a very loyal service provider for 35 years and 
had made a great difference in Chattanooga. 
 
Both of these ladies were presented with pins by Councilman Franklin. 
 
Chairman Page expressed thanks from himself and Councilman Franklin, 
who is Chairman of the Parks and Recreation Committee, stating that he 
thought the entire Council joined him in thanking these individuals for 
their combined 95 years of service as city employees, stating that they 
were great assets to our City.  He went on to say that we had great parks, 
but our biggest asset was the people who worked in these parks.  He 
thanked the individuals for the number of years they had served.

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       REZONING (CONT’D) 
 
Councilman Benson wanted to explain why he was abstaining, stating 
that at the last meeting he voted to approve the downzoning because the 
vote was near unanimous.  He stated that since last week he had done a 
lot of thinking about “blanket” downzoning and that was the reason for 
his vote tonight.  He noted a paradox in upzoning or downzoning; that 
sometimes property owners want commercial when all other properties 
are residential and before voting for this change would want the burden 
of proof that the rezoning would not hurt other property owners.  He 
went on to say that looking at Fort Wood had torn him up; that the 
Shepherd effort was united, with the exception of one or two; that he 
would not change his vote because of unanimity and Shepherd’s 
neighborhood association was broad and included all the neighbors and 
in order to be consistent with his thinking, that he abstained on this vote. 
 
 
       REZONING 
 
2007-182 (City of Chattanooga c/o RPA) 
 
Councilman Pierce stated that he had taken a stand on this, and it still 
prevailed; that he asked for a Study and RPA did the Study, and he 
supported their recommendation.  He went on to say that he had received 
numerous calls of opposition and was asked to withdraw the Study, and 
the Neighborhood Association does not want to; that he had talked to 
other Councilpersons and RPA as well, and they felt it would be in the 
best interest to table this for a period of time; that at this time of the year 
we need to be more together and there needs to be healing and everyone 
coming together on one accord so that everyone can be a part of Fort 
Wood.  He reiterated that he had been requested to this and that RPA was 
leery about some of the things and that they would go back to the 
community and re-work this to come to a better conclusion; that we need 
someone to challenge both sides to come together. 
 
Mr. Barry Bennett stated that he would be glad to get with the community 
and do what they needed to do. 
 
Councilman Pierce wanted to know if RPA would be conducting the 
meetings?  Mr. Bennett stated that they would talk to representatives 
from both sides to determine the best way.

Councilman Pierce asked if 90 days would be sufficient?  Mr. Bennett 
responded that he would think so—if not sooner. 
 
Councilman Rico stated that it was not hurting anything as it was. 
 
Councilman Pierce stated that whatever RPA recommends, he would 
support; that RPA should go back to the community and re-work the Plan, 
and it would be deferred for 90 days.   
 
Attorney Nelson stated that he would suggest 91 days. 
 
Councilman Pierce wanted to know how we would notify property owners?  
Mr. Bennett responded that in a situation like this, all of the property 
owners are sent written notification. 
 
Councilwoman Bennett asked if it would be appropriate to have a 
moratorium on rezonings—that normally this is what we do?  Mr. Bennett 
responded that it had been done in the past, but he did not think it was a 
major issue here; that he would recommend deferral pending completion 
of the Study. 
 
Chairman Page asked how notifications would go out? Mr. Bennett stated 
that they would be talking to the neighborhood representatives—that he 
had no other ideas.

Chairman Page recognized Chief Hall of the Hamilton County Rescue 
Squad and asked him to say a few words. 
 
Chief Hall expressed appreciation for the Council allowing them to come 
and the recognition of the Rescue Service.  He stated that they started 
their operation in 1937—that the first one was started in the state of 
Virginia and that we were the second; since then they had been involved 
in a significant amount of training.  Along with Chief Hall were Paul and 
Jeanette Wilkerson.  Chief Hall noted that he and Paul came from different 
decades; that Paul and Jeanette had been involved with Rescue Squad for 
60 years and that Jeanette was formerly head of the Chattanooga School 
Patrols.  Chief Hall went on to say that they had been honored in so many 
ways; that the first organization in Tennessee was started with C. Robert 
Clark as Medical Director and that he taught the first CPR class in 
Chattanooga—that before then there was no standard level of care and 
that they started a trend across the country for rescue operations.  He 
noted that they purchased a compressor to use in connection with fire 
and hazard materials calls—that this was one of the most well known 
pieces of equipment requested, and they could operate from the scene.  
He also added that they would be purchasing a new vehicle in February or 
March that could be used in the various 600 ft. pits in Chattanooga.  He 
noted that the Chattanooga Cave Team is loaded with cases in Hamilton 
County.  He mentioned an incident several years ago where people were 
lost in a cave in Marion County and two of our guys got them out, noting 
that the emotions surrounding this incident were remarkable.  He also 
mentioned 13 miners that were killed in Marion County.  He added that 
they were involved in all aspects of life and worked with the Fire 
personnel and the Police Department, noting that Paul’s son was an EMS 
with Hamilton County.  He stated that they provided these services to our 
community and appreciated the donations from the City and County—
that they had a $120,000 a year budget. 
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       HAMILTON COUNTY 
       RESCUE SQUAD (CONT’D) 
 
Chief Hall stated that they appreciated this Council and Chairman Page 
for recognizing them for their services and that they would have a similar 
Resolution at tomorrow’s County Commission meeting.  He stated that 
their motto back in 1937 was “We Volunteer Because we Care” and that 
was still their motto; that they had 100 members with a Medical Director 
and Emergency Physician—that they had advanced life support and their 
doctor responds to every emergency call.  Chief Hall went on to say that 
without the Council’s help, Paul and Jeanette Wilkerson would not be able 
to do this—that Paul and Jeanette joined in 1947.  He also noted that 
every four years they are involved in a state-wide convention, and this 
year it was at the Choo-Choo.  He added that attendees at the convention 
were impressed by the leadership of this Council and the wisdom they 
showed, adding that the Rescue Squad contributes to the economy of the 
City with these conventions. 
 
Chairman Page stated that we appreciate the many, many volunteer hours 
and the training that the Rescue Squad has to go through; that we have 
counted on their rescue efforts throughout the years.  He thanked them 
for being here, stating that we recognized their importance.
